Archaeological Excavation Report: Domokos Settlement 
1997 Excavation Works 


Introduction: 


During the excavation works conducted in 1997, approximately 13 
kilometers north of present-day Domokos, a tablet dating back to the 4th 
and 3rd centuries was discovered. The tablet measures approximately 15 
cm in width, 10 cm in height, and 1.6 cm in thickness. This tablet 
contains a daily text belonging to a merchant named Alexander. 


Discovery Details: 


The tablet was found carefully excavated and preserved in the excavation 
area. Although the finding has been affected by environmental factors, it 
is generally in good condition. Although the period and date of the text's 
writing could not be determined definitively, based on the writing style 
and content, it is estimated to date back to between the 4th and 3rd 
centuries BCE. 


Text Analysis: 


The tablet contains a daily text belonging to a merchant named 
Alexander. The text addresses various topics related to Alexander's trade 
activities, travels, and daily life. This text, which narrates Alexander's 
experiences and interactions, provides important information about the 
social and economic structures of that period.

"It is said that the barbarians to the north are preparing to attack us, this 
concerns me greatly. Some people have started to leave for Athens, this 
seems to negatively affect things. It seems that I will also need to 
migrate. 


Today nothing significant happened, but I saw Epiganos, the smart son of 
Alkamenos, in the market. His father, Alkamenos, died a year ago. We 
talked for a bit and he told me that he is going to enter the service of a 
new teacher and for that reason, he will go to Alexandria. I congratulated 
him but he didn't say why he went there." 


Historical and Cultural Context: 


The discovered tablet contributes to the understanding of daily life in the 
ancient period. Alexander's trade activities and travels help us better 
understand the trade networks and cultural interactions of that period. 
Additionally, the discovery of the tablet highlights the necessity for further 
research into the region's trade and settlement history during ancient times.
